Talbott sought the attorney gen-

000 as a partner since he came to 
the Pentagon in February 1953. 


CHANGES TESTIMONY

Talbott confirmed testimony 
John A. Johnson, general counsel 
of the Air Force, that the con- 
currence of Brownell was sought 
when RCA required the attorney 
general’s approval as a pre-con- 
dition for signing a contract with 
the Mulligan firm. 

Brownell was not called as a 
witness but told reporters at the 
Justice Department about_his ne- 
gotiations with Talbott and the 
Air Force counsel. Johnson had, 
drafted the favorable opinion, 
stating at its fina] paragraph that 
Brownell ‘‘has assured me that he 
is in agreement... .’’ 


REFUSED ADVICE 

The attorney general first took 
the matter under advisement but 
a few days later encountered Tal- 
bott at a social function and ‘“‘told 
him it would be against our policy 
to give any opinion to any out- 
side private concern like RCA.”’ 

Talbott told him, the attorney 
general added, to ‘forget about 
the matter because it had been 
decided not to enter into the RCA 
contract.”’ 

Johnson earlier told the Senate 
committee he showed his opinion 
to Brownell and the attorney gen- 
eral expressed no disagreement, 
although Brownell directed that no 
action be taken with respect to 
the RCA contract until he had 
time to study it.

WASHINGTON, July 26 (#—Con- 
gress sent President Eisenhower a 
new military reserve bill today, 
far less compulsory than he and 
the Pentagon had asked. 


A voice vote in the Senate com- 
pleted action on the bill. The 
House approved it yesterday on a 
roll call of 315-78. 

A major new feature provides 
for a special active duty course of 
up to six months for young vol- 
4{rteers, who would thereafter serve 
in the active reserves for seven 
and a half years. 


Present or former servicemen 
could not be required to go into 
the active reserve, but the bill 
holds out some inducements to 
present servicemen enabling them 
to cut down the length of their 
active duty by volunteering for the 
reserves. 


All who enter the service after 
the bill becomes law would be re- 
quired to serve in the active re- 
serves, for a length of time vary- 
ing according to how long they 
were on active duty. 

Congress refused to agree to 
Pentagon proposals to compel 
prior servicemen to join the ac- 
tive reserve and to draft men for 
the special new short-term deal if 
there aren’t enough volunteers. 

The program is designed to 
raise the present reserve strength 
to 2,900,00 by 1960.

But Dulles carefully qualified his 
remarks by pointing out that he 
did not now anticipate a foreign 
ministers’ meeting as a likely pos- 
sibility and believed that for the 
time being, at the present stage, 
the talks between ambassadors 
would suffice. 

The secretary’s observations 
were prompted by a request at his 
news conference for comment on 
Sen. George’s (D-Ga), proposdl for 
direct talks between the United 
States and Communist China at 
the foreign ministers’ level. 

In reply he explained the U.S. 
proposal for talks between ambas- 
sors had been made prior to 


George’s proposal and were all the 
situation called for at the mo- 
ment. 

Other high-ranking State Depart- 
ment officials later said _ that 
George, in suggesting foreign min- 
isters’ talk, was not in any way 
“carrying the ball’’ for the State 
Department. They maintained the 
senator’s thinking simply ran 
ahead of what the State Depart- 
ment thought possible at present. 

Dulles made the point that the

Former Highway Board Chair- 
man Jim L. Gillis, who put the 
10 per cent reduction into effect, 
commented Tuesday that instead 
of being eliminated, it should 
have been increased to 25 per 
cent. 

He said that counties do not 
post bonds and often don’t do as 
good work as private contrac- 
tors. Other sources also said 
that counties do not pay taxes 
and that the bids of private con- 
tractors include at least 10 per 
cent for profit.

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State’s Rural Roads 
Will Now Cost More 


Whatever else that might be said for 
the State Highway Board's increasing the 
cost of building roads under the county 
contract plan, it is not an economy move. 
There may be ample justification for it, 
but it definitely is not in line with efforts 
to save money. if 

The counties, of course, need the 
money. Many of them are abiding to the 
letter of the law which prohibits nego- 
tiated contracts except those with coun- 
ties in which work is done by convict 
labor or county forces. Under this, the 
previous board had been able to cut the 
county contract price to about 10 per cent 
less than the average for private con- 
tractors. 

In the past, some counties without ade- 
quate forces and machinery have managed 
to sublet the contracts to private con- 
tractors—through rental of machinery 
and hiring of contractors’ services and 
workers. The net result of that is to in- 
crease the cost of roads. 


The Rural Roads Authority apparently 
is not unanimous on the question of county 
contracts. Dixon Oxford, retiring board 
member, expressed opposition to them. 
Roger Lawson, new authority chairman, 
is reported to share that opinion. 


County contracts theoretically speed 
up the process of rural road building. But 
an investment of $100,000,000 in such 
roads presents a great opportunity for 
waste, especially in counties where lax 
methods prevail. The authority should 
proceed with great caution and should 
exercise careful supervision if such con- 
tracts are permitted. 

The Highway Board's decision to in- 
crease the cost of building roads also in- 
creases the temptation of counties to side- 
step the regulation requiring them to do 
the work themselves. It lessens the in- 
centive for economy and efficiency and 
could mean fewer roads for all counties 
and more profits for the contractors.

Crackdown Continues 


On the Liquor Racket 


The crackdown continues on Georgia's 
iliegal liquor dealers, good news for 
everybody in the state. 

State Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
Williams announced that 31 stills were 
shut down during the week and 75 of- 
fenders against liquor control laws were 
arrested. 

The last roundup extended into more 
than 30 counties, and brings the number 
of those arrested in the last three weeks 
to approximately 400. Of the total arrests, 
more than half were in Atlanta, the undis- 
puted moonshine capital of the world. 

Illegal liquor, its manufacture, sale 
and consumption, is Georgia's greatest 
vice. Its manufacture and sale without 
the law cheats state and local government 
ef taxes. Its consumption often has dire 
and unhealthy consequences. The quality 
of Georgia's commercial moonshine is low, 
and those who drink it are inviting a visit 
from the police and the coroner. 

Some of the 400 arrested already have 
pleaded guilty in Fulton County Criminal 
Court and have been sentenced. The ar- 


rests are good news, the speed at which 
the defendants are brought to court, even 
better. If the illegal liquor racket is to 
be checked, stiff sentences and as little de- 
lay as possible between arrest and trial!

The governor has called for legislation 
to curb activities of state employes, mem- 
bers of boards and authorities and mem- 
bers of the General Assembly in doing 
business with the state. By exposing these 
practices—not now necessarily illegal— 
the committee could lay the groundwork 
for effective laws in that field. Gov. Grif- 
fin and all future governors would cer- 
tainly profit therefrom.

New Reserve Program 


Is a Step Forward. 


The nation’s new military reserve plan 
will neither please proponents of all-out 
universal military training nor appease its 
opponents. It is a compromise of conflict- 
ing views that will strengthen the reserve 
program while falling far short of the goal 
set by the military and President Eisen- 
hower. 


The bill comes closer to spelling out 
the military obligations of American 
youth than any of the past. It is the first 
step toward building a military establish- 
ment consistent with the nation’s security 
and resources. 


The American people have been slow to 
accept the fact that the military and in- 
dustrial strength of this country is the 
only thing that can prevent worldwide 
triumph of aggressive communism. The 
“good old days” when Great Britain pro- 
vided the balance of power ended with 
the advent of the Twentieth Century, and 
two world wars were required to finally 
convince us of that fact. 


Today there are two centers of power, 
the Soviet Union and the United States. 
Our comparative weakness at any given 
time could be the signal for a third and 
greater war. 


Details of the new plan must now be 
spelled out by the armed forces. Let us 
hope that its compulsory features are ad- 
ministered fairly and that the inequities 
of the present system can be gradually 
erased.

Brunswick Loses Out 
To Port of Bainbridge 


It appears that Brunswick may not 
have a state port in the foreseeable future 
bat that Bainbridge may. 

The Brunswick Port Authority re- 
cently turned its property over to the 
Georgia Ports Authority for development 
but the state authority has turned it 
back. According to J. W. (Taxi) Smith 
of Albany, secretary of the state author- 
ity, the Brunswick property was encum- 
bered with a $10,000 debt and the law 
forbids its acceptance thus encumbered. 

Bainbridge is the seat of the county 6f 
Decatur and is on the Flint River. Com- 
pletion of the Jim Woodruff dam and 
locks below the junction of the Flint and 
the Chattahoochee will make Bainbridge 
an inland port. The state authority may 
build a terminal there after surveying 
the economic possibilities of navigation 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the town. 
Among its other assets, it may not be 
amiss to point out that Bainbridge is 
the home of Gov. Marvin Griffin. 

Brunswick is a deep water port with 
a good natural harbor and is accessible 
to all the world. The port-there has been 
dead for, a number of years, but the 
Brunswick Port Authority owns a fine 
piece of property that properly developed 


/ could be a real asset to Georgia. 


The Georgia Ports Authority has an- 
nounced that the Brunswick project may 
be revived in the future. This may or 
may not be good news to the coastal 
city, for it is beginning to seem that as 
a nonpolitical port Brunswick may have a 
future surpassing that of its competitors.

English Visitor to Atlanta Appalled at Slums; 
Says City Is Otherwise ‘Loveliest of Places’ 


Atlanta—I am an Englishman 
who has just completed a few 
days’ visit to your wonderful city. 
I have been shown your art insti- 
tute, your public library, your 
institute of technology, your 
schools, your administrative 
buildings and your ever-expand- 
ing residential districts. 

Everything that I have seen 
confirms my impression that the 
metropolis of Atlanta is one of 
the loveliest places I have ever 
visited. 


It saddens me, therefore, to 
have to agree with your reporter 
Albert Riley on the slums that 
exist in the heart and the back 
streets of Atlanta.

Student, Teacher Drivers 
Need Thorough Training 


Georgia parents will go along with the use of students as school 
bus drivers only if the program includes careful selection and thor- 


ough training of drivers. 

The State Board of Education 
has approved a_ student-teacher 
driving program in Georgia as an 
economy measure. 

Qualified students and teachers 
will be employed by local school 
systems as driver positions become 
vacant or additional buses are put 
into operation. 

They would receive salaries of 
$25 to $35 per month as compared 
to salaries of $150 and up received 
by drivers under the present sys- 
term. 

In all fairness it should be 
pointed out that the student driver 
program has worked successfully 
in several states including North 
‘Carolina, Virginia, Alabama and 
Oklahoma. 

A North Carolina official, in 
recommending the program, said 
records in his state show that teen- 
agers are good school bus drivers. 

‘They have fewer accidents, and 
when they do have an accident, 
the accident is much less severe,"’ 
he said. 

For some time student drivers 
have been used in several Georgia 
counties with satisfactory results 
reported. 

The Journal-Herald has consist- 
ently opposed the student driver 
program on the grounds that adult 
drivers are more responsible not 
only in the operation of buses but 
in maintaining discipline. 

While we still believe that @ny 


student driver program should be 
operated only under strict super- 
vision, the program approved by 
the board deserves a fair trial. 

Student and teacher drivers 
should be carefully selected and 
thoroughly trained. They should be 
required to take physical tests. 

We hope that this economy mea- 
sure will prove successful.

“rules for reading” and in them I find comfort » 
and consolation because, without knowing they were the rules of a 
wise man, I have pretty well followed them in my own reading. Of 
course, as part of my work I read and study many religious books, 
but have followed Emerson’s rules in my ‘“‘outside” reading. 


(1) “Never read any book. that 
is not a year old.” Often I have 
been .embarrassed in the presence 
of someone who seemed to have 
read all the latest books and I 
have felt I should join some book 
club, but never have done it. But 
thinking about it further, if a book 
is still being noticed that was pub- 
lished a year ago, then it must 
be good and if after 10, 50 or a 
100 years, the book is still being 
read, then it must be a great book 
and worth my while to read it. 

(2) “‘Never read any but famed 
books,” said Emerson. To me that 
makes sense. If a book becomes 
famed, it usually means that many 
people have found it to contain 
something worthwhile. 

(3) *“‘Never read any books but 
what you like,”” Emerson conclud- 
ed. I have done that but some- 
times I have felt guilty, thinking 
I should have read the books that 
were good for me, like eating 
spinach whether you like it or not. 
Along this line, Edward E. Hale, 
himself a respected man of letters, 
said, ‘“The first necessity of a book 
is that it shall be entertaining. 
If the book does not interest me, 
I consider that I have, prima 
facie, a right to put it on one 
side, before it puts me to sleep.”

Important at Geneva Sa 


WASHINGTON—The outstanding impression of 
the Big Four Geneva Conference is the way Presi- 
dent Eisenhower regained for us the initiative, 
which we lost soon after the end of World War II when 


the ‘‘cold war.” 

We had been on the defensive. 
Russia was making the moves. We 
were kept busy in countermaneu- 
vers to meet the successive Soviet 
thrusts. Those included absorption 
of her small Aeighbors in Eastern 
Europe by subversion, thus creat- 
ing a continu ous psychological 
threat to the rest of Europe; in- 
citement of Far Eastern satellites 
in Korea and Indo-China and Red 
China, itself, to aggression; con- 
stantly irritating incidents diplo- 
matically; and incessant ‘‘peace”’ 
offensives designed to create anx- 
ieties about us and the other free 
nations. 

At Geneva, however, it was 
plain to all the world that a change 
has come about. President Eisen- 
hower was in command and called 
the plays. 

It detracts nothing from the bold 
and imaginative manner in which 
he capitalized his opportunity there 
to point out that that opportunity 
was made possible by a series of 
events over a long period. They, 
too, required boldness and imagi- 
nation, quick decisions, high cour- 
age and enduring patience—always 
patience. In them, Gen. Eisen- 
hower, himself, had a share.
